( C o n r lc M I ts * , t o t a Km m » m P n m ) 
W ashington, Nov. I.— If some 
sections of the country resemble 
th e 1916 cam paign, the south ha? 
shown signs 
of 
approxim ating 
1912. 
In the form er, Woodrow 
W ilson broke th e usual combina­ 
tion by w inning the 
west 
and 
south and losing the east. 
In 
1912 th e Republican party 
was 
split and the 
Democratic 
vote 
stood pat, thus giving the Dem­ 
ocrats states they never had car­ 
ried before and never have car­ 
ried since. 
The hope of th e Republicans of 
carrying such states as Florida, 
Texas, Alabam a, 
Virginia 
and 
N orth Carolina is not the usual 
figm ent of the Republican im ag­ 
ination. 
It Is based 
upon 
the 
idea th a t the Democratic party 
will split in half and th a t the Re­ 
publican party vote w ill be aug­ 
m ented by more than half of the 
Dem ocrats. 
This is w here 
the 
Analogy with 1912 ends, 
how­ 
e v e r, for large groups of Demo­ 
crats will not vote a t all. 
> th a state Uh* North Carolina, 
tSr example, w here th e Dem ocrat 
tic m ajority in 1924 was

to the Hoover side

Nobody Knows How Much. 
Nobody knows, of course, the 
exact extent of the sh ift in these

the theory th at accurate inform a­ 
tion as to the percentage of bolt­ 
ing is available, which it is not.

Mauy 
of them recognize the disaffec­ 
tion and antipathy tow ard Smith 
but they do not w ant to see the 
state political organizations in­ 
vaded by northern Republican In­ 
fluence. 
Borne of th e

leaders of the south have 
been 
saying this. 
T heir 
opponents 
am ong the anti-Sm ith people, in­ 
flamed with feeling tow ard Gov­ 
ernor Smith, have not accepted it 
a t face value, regarding it m ere­ 
ly as a campaign argum ent.

This correspondent is inclined

Kansas City, Nov. I —(ZP)—Win­ 
ter loosed a determined assault in 
the west today, sending a blizzard 
that gripped the Rocky Mountain 
region to spread snow and cold in 
the upper Mississippi valley and 
southw estern states. 
Th© storm dealt Its worst blow 
in Wyoming and other mountain 
states, causing a tie-up of the trans­ 
continental f ' r tnaU service, block­ 
ing highways and delaying trains. 
Heavy snowfall extended east­ 
ward into Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
South Dakota and Minnesota, while 
to the south rains were general 
with the prospect that falling tem ­ 
peratures would bring 
snow 
to 
many sections tonight and tom or­ 
row. 
The blizzard raging in Wyoming, 
where wire communications suffer­ 
ed, made it impossible for trans­ 
continental air mail flyers to buck 
the storm. 
Officials of the Choy- 
enne-Denver-Pueblo air route held 
their planes on the ground upon 
being 
advised 
westbound 
ships 
were down at North Platte, Neb. 
Near zero tem peratures were re­ 
ported in the mountains and rail­ 
road officials feared that mountain 
passes would become blocked by 
snow. 
Snow Aids Hunters. 
Denver police were 
asked 
to 
search for William Henricks, 70, 
missing since yesterday 
in 
the 
storm. 
Some highways In western Ne­ 
braska were reported Impassable, 
the snow there reaching a depth 
of six inches. 
Snow also fell in 
western Kansas when a high wind 
brought lower temperatures. 
The snowfall in South Dakota 
ranged from four to six inches and 
a light blanket was deposited in 
northwest Iowa and southern Min­ 
nesota. 
Deer hunters in the Black Hills 
region, where the season opened

would ald them m aterially in track 
ing their quarry. 
The cold wave sweeping into 
Missouri, 
Oklahoma 
and 
Texas 
w here weather conditions were un­ 
settled, caused predictions of snow 
for some localities. 
Southeast storm warnings were 
displayed along the 
Washington 
and Oregon coasts due to a gale 
sweeping In from the Pacific ocean. 
Forecasters said the disturbance 
would be accompanied by rain in 
the coastal states.

ing Judge Douglas E. Edmonds, 
from the 
prisoner’s 
dock 
this 
m orning. 
Close behind him came 
seven others also Indicted for the 
alleged passing of bribe money. 
A plan to have all defendants, 
Including Keyes, plead not guilty 
and have early trial 
dates 
set, 
w ent awry at the last moment 
and on motion of Rex Goodcell, 
attorney for one of the indicted 
men, arraignm ent went over until 
November 8 . 
Inquiry by Ramsey 
The others Indicted are: Jacob 
Berm an, 
alias 
Jack 
Bennett, 
known as the financial “ w izard” 
of th e Julian corporation; Ed and 
Jack Rosenberg, who with B er­ 
man were 
acquitted

election in history. 
Ijarge Btay-at-Home Vote. 
The stay-at-home vote in the 
south will be large. 
Many Demo­ 
crats 
who 
opposed 
Governor 
Smith on prohibition or who feel 
they cannot vote for one of his 
religion will not, on the 
other 
hand, bring themselves to voting 
for Hoover, because they feel the 
northern states will elect Hoover 
anyhow and that punishment of 
the Democratic 
party 
In 
the 
south is not desirable. 
The cry of party regularity and 
loyalty has been raised far and 
wide with telling results In the 
last few weeks. 
Telegraphic re­ 
ports in the last 24 hours give 
the writer 
positive 
statements 
from Florida, 
Texas, 
Alabama 
and Virginia that Smith will get 
their electoral votes by 
greatly 
reduced majorities. Also the last 
minute information Is that North 
Carolina 
Is 
rapidly 
swinging 
back to the Democratic 
column 
with signs of the same thing In 
Tennessee. 
The truly doubtful states of 
what might be called the south­ 
ern group are Oklahoma, Mis­ 
souri and Kentucky. 
While tho 
latter two lean 
toward 
Smith. 
Oklahoma is not yet 
recovered 
for the Democrats, though they 
are making headway every day. 
As for issues, the south 
has 
heard much of religion, prohibi­ 
tion and the negro question. Both 
sides have attempted to fasten 
on the other alleged friendliness 
of their respective candidates to 
the negro’s social status. 
And 
curiously enough, while the po­ 
liticians In the south attem pt to 


prove that Hoover or Smith, as 
the case may be, has recognized 
the negro In his work alongside of 
whites In offices, the same line of 
reasoning has been used just the 
opposite way by both the Repub­ 
lican and Democratic managers 
in northern states to capture the 
negro vote. 
Fear Negro Appointments. 
Every effort made by the Re­ 
publicans to assure bolting Dem­ 
ocrats of the south that negroes 
would not be appointed to office 
by Hoover, has been heralded in 
northern states as a reason 
for 
negroes to vote for Smith. 
And 
it so happens that from the view­ 
point of party strategy there are 
more bolting negroes in north­ 
ern states where It might hurt 
the Hoover cause than there are 
bolting Democrats in 
southern 
states that can actually endanger 
the electoral vote. 
That’s why 
there is a division of opinion now 
among Republican national man­ 
agers as to the wisdom of 
the 
course pursued especially 
since 
many northern congressmen are 
dependent on negro votes to pull 
them through every two years. 
There Is 
another 
possibility 
dismissed among politicians. 
It 
is the tendency of northern Dem 
ocratic local leaders to form al­ 
liances with negro 
groups 
In 
heavily 
Republican 
districts. 
Tammany has the problem of ne­ 
gro aspirants for congress. 
It 
has always been possible for the 
Democrats to form a 
coalition 
with the negroes in 
the 
north 
and bring out a few candidates 
to congress from the negro race. 
Fear of reprisals from the south 
has been the chief preventative. 
If the south becomes Republican 
n large part, ft may break down 
the Influence that has hitherto 
kept the negroes and Democra­ 
tic organisation* apart in 
the 
north. 
Crisis for Booth. 
All this part of the gossip of 
the campaign and, far-fetched as 
much of it no doubt is, there is 
no way of telling what the Catho­ 
lic Democrats and Republicans of 
the north may do in succeeding' 
elections 
if 
Governor 
Smith 


should lose the solid south. 
It is 
truly a crisis for the south and 
the decision is a difficult one be­ 
cause the Republicans, with their 
traditional friendliness 
to 
the 
negroes, bids for 
his 
support, 
have been far more 
Interested’ 
hitherto in getting the large ne­ 
gro vote that 
emigrated 
from* 
the south to states like Illinois? 
Indiana, Ohio and 
New 
York 
than In actually seeking southern 
electoral votes by what ie known 
as the “lily white” policy in ap­ 
pointments. 
Out of 
this 
campaign 
may 
come the negro voters as a vital 
balance of power In national elec­ 
tions and a status quo that has 
not been disturbed for 
genera­ 
tions with respect to the negro, 
as he affects southern 
politics, 
may be altered for years to com*. 
Hoover’s chances of winning have 
for several weeks appeared bet­ 
ter than Smith’s, but the last two 
weeks have made the race closer. 
It Is still possible 
though 
not 
probable that a few votes in a 
southern state may swing 
the 
election to or from Smith. 
Tho 
greater possibility is that the fin­ 
al vote in the south will have a 
profound influence on the future 
course of American polltlce irre­ 
spective of the outcome.

O scar Anderson, son of Andrew 
Anderson of Escanaba, is confined 
in St. Vincent’s hospital in Green 
Bay, suffering from burns about the 
face and hands, and 1s also being 
he’d by Green Bay police as a w it­ 
ness to aid in th eir investigation 
of the m ysterious death of a hobo 
in the “Jungles” a t Green Bay. 
Chief of Police John J. Tolan 
yesterday received a letter from 
Chief of Police Thom as E. Hawley 
of Green Bay, asking th a t E sca­ 
naba police m ake an effort to locate 
Anderson’s relatives here. 
Chief 
Hawley stated th a t A nderson said 
h 's father's nam e was Andrew, but 
police here have been unable to lo­ 
cate him. 
The m an confined at 
the Green Bay hospital is describ­ 
ed as being about 28 years old. 
feet IO inches in height, and weighs 
about 180 pounds. 
He is of sandy 
complexion, has a large full face 
and large nose, the description con 
ttnues. 
The body of a man, identified as 
Albert Helm from Milwaukee, was 
found on Monday in a hobos’ jun-i 
gle near the St Paul railway tracks 
at Green Bay. 
N ear the body a 
grave-like trench had been dug. 
leading police to believe that a 
plan to bury the supposedly m ur­ 
dered man had been abandoned. 
Anderson and five other hoboes, 
who adm itted being in the Jung es 
the night before, were questioned.

the reign of Edw ard III, the M orris 
or M oorish dance is said to have 
been brought back to England by 
John of G aunt from his travels in 
Spain. 
The M orris dances are as­ 
sociated w ith May Day and are 
danced around a m aypole to a 
capering, lively step, the perform ­ 
ers having bells fastened to their 
knees in the M oorish m anner. They 
are dreesed as characters of old 
English tradition, such as Robin 
Hood, Maid M arian, F riar Tuck, 
L ittle John and Tom the Piper.

IS CRITICIZED 


“Sportsmanship” 
Maga­ 
zine Carries Article by 
Missouri Man 


Escanaba and Menominee 
Chain of Grid C ontests 
Is U nequalled in U. S. 


New York, Nov. I—(ZP)—Sharp 
criticism of the present am ateur 
athletic standards is made in the 
current issue of the new publica­ 
tion "Sportsmanship,” by Dr. Hen­ 
ry goddard Curtis, state director 
of physical education In Missouri 
and former secretary and vice pres­ 
ident of the Playground Associa­ 
tion of America. 
“Our present am ateur rule makes 
an infinite amount of trouble with­ 
out getting anywhere,” said Dr. 
Curtis in an article entitled, “W hat 
Is an Amateur?” 
"It is directed solely against the 
poor fellow, but In his case, it is 
nearly always violated in spirit lf 
not in letter. 
It Is a carry-over 
from aristocratic Europe that is 
not Justified In democratic America. 
“The poor man cannot afford to 
give the amount of tim e that Inter­ 
collegiate athletics take In order 
to make a spectacle for others. 
If 
we give him an athletic scholar­ 
ship or compensate him at current 
prices for the time taken, we shall 
only put him on the same basis as 
the other fellow who does not need 
to make his way. 
Rewarded Som ehow. 
"If we believe that playing on 
the team is service to the school, 
should we require of the struggling 
student that it be free?” 
The type of play which is pre­ 
sented in Intercollegiate contests, 
Dr. Curtis says, "is semi-profes­ 
sional/* 
“It Is not play In 
the 
strict 
sense, because the intel est is pri­ 
m arily in the result. 
Its signifi­ 
cance is not in the activity, but in 
the spectators. 
It is 
often 
the 
chief occupation and interest of 
the contestants during the season. 
"It is not supposed to be reward­ 
ed directly in money although it 
often Is, but It is rewarded in pub­ 
licity, social position, in hero wor­ 
ship, In Jobs, in travel, vacations, 
and in many other ways.” 
This type of athlete, as repre­ 
sented by the college football star, 
is contrasted by Dr. Curtis on the 
one hand with “the true am ateur 
who plays without looking for ap­ 
plause or spectators” and on the 
,)ther with the “type of am ateur 
Vlay” which “Tilden, Paddock and 
.Miss Lenglen rep**sent'’* 
“While they are making a profes­ 
sion and a living from the occupa­ 
tions they follow,” said Dr. Curtis, 
“they are not paid 
directly 
in 
money. 
W ould L im it A ctiv ity. 
“Tilden has played tennis nearly 
every day for years and. in one 
way or another has made his living 
by it, but a high school boy who 
plays an exhibition game at a fair 
and receives five dollars for it is 
a professional ail the rest of his 
life not only in tennis but in foot­ 
ball and baseball as well. 
“The sordidness of the standard 
is evident 
It says that there is 
no other reward but money and 
there is no way in which the well- 
to-do can become professional.” 
Declaring that one of the falla­ 
cies regarding the present rule is 
that the am ateur rule as now prac­ 
ticed secures the participation of 
large numbers, Dr. Curtis asserts: 
“It would be well lf the period 
of competition in all the larger uni­ 
versities could be limited to one 
year for each m ajor sport. 
"Certainly the rule of some of 
the conferences that no one should 
compete daring his freshm an year 
should be universal. 
The athlete 
should not be allowed to compete 
in any college in any sport for more 
than three years, and he should be 
expected 
to 
make 
satisfactory 
grades in the required number of 
subjects.’*
